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INTRODUCTION. 


The  Register  of  the  Parish  of  Long  Burton,  from  its  commencement 
in  1589  to  the  introduction  of  the  new  forms  of  books  in  181 2,  is 
contained  in  six  volumes,  differing  from  one  another  in  size,  material, 
or  condition.     They  are  as  follows  : — 

Vol.  I. — A  narrow  volume  of  parchment  of  27  leaves,  exclusive 
of  the  cover,  measuring  i8in.  by  8in.,  and  entitled  "The  Register 
booke  of  the  Parish  of  Long  Burton  for  Christenings,  Weddings 
and  Burialls,  from  the  yeare  of  our  Lord  God,  1589,  Beginning  the 
first  yeare  of  Tho :  Gierke  his  being  Vicar  there."  It  contains 
Baptisms  18  May,  1590,  to  7  May,  1699;  Marriages,  13  May,  1589, 
to  28  Sept.,  1697;  ai^d  Burials,  5  May,  1589,  to  8  Dec,  1697.  There 
are  also  two  Baptisms  entered  irregularly,  in  1704  and  i7of,  the  latter 
being  repeated  in  the  next  volume.  The  contents  of  a  portion  of 
this  book  is  a  transcript  made  in  1634  of  another  register,  as  the 
last  entry  in  the  set  hand  terminates  on  June  3rd  in  that  year. 
From  1646  it  is  badly  kept,  with  many  evident  omissions.  An  entry 
of  Baptism  has  been  cut  out  of  the  nth  folio,  destroying  part  of  the 
years  1687  and   1691. 

Vol.  IL — A  small  square  paper  volume  of  49  leaves,  in  a  limp 
parchment  cover,  and  measuring  6in.  by  7|in.  It  is  entitled  "  The 
Register  Book  of  the  Parish  of  Long  Burton  for  all  those  that  are 
born,  married,  or  deceased  since  the  Act  of  Parliament,  Entituled  an 
Act  of  certain  dutys  to  be  paid  at  the  Births,  marriages,  and  burialls, 
of  all    w*'^in    the    Parish,    except   such    as   receive    Alms ;    to   continue 
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for  five  years  ffrom  the  first  of  Aprill,  in  the  year  1695."  This  book 
contains  Baptisms  26  July,  1696,  to  i  Nov.,  1773;  Marriages,  May, 
1697,  to  6  July,   1755  ;    and  Burials,   27  Oct.,    1696,  to  20  Jan.,   1774. 

Vol.  III. — A  small  square  paper  volume  of  the  same  size  as  Vol.  II 
but  thicker,  entitled  "A  Register  for  the  Burials  and  affidavits  belonging 
to  the  Parish  of  Long  Burton,  Dorsett,"  in  a  stiff  parchment  cover,  con- 
taining a  few  entries  of  Briefs  and  Collections,  followed  by  33  pages 
of  Burials  and  affidavits,  the  first  entry  occurring  on  18  July,  1725, 
and  the  last  on  24  Jan.,  1766.  This  for  the  most  part  overlaps  the 
Burials  registered  in  Vol.  II,  but  contains  a  few  not  therein  entered. 
In  Vol.  II,  however,  the  entries  give  as  a  rule  more  full  particulars. 
The  Briefs  noted  in  Vol.  Ill  are  a  few  of  those  entered  in  the  "  Register 
of  Briefs,"  and  consist  of  (i)  Receipts  given  by  the  Collector  for  the 
sums  gathered  in  Long  Burton  between  22  June,  1708,  and  13  Nov., 
17 1 6.  (2)  A  list  of  the  parishioners  who  contributed  to  nine  Briefs, 
together  with  the  sums  they  gave,  viz.:  4  Dec,  1709,  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Palatines;  31  Oct.,  1711,  for  Repair  of  Woolwich  Church; 
9  June,  1712,  for  Repair  of  Whitchurch,  Salop;  27  May,  1713,  for 
Repair  of  Church  of  Burton  upon  Trent;  5  Nov.,  17 12,  for  Repair 
of  Battle  Bridge  in  St.  Olave's,  South wark  ;  7  July,  17 13,  for  Repair  of 
Southwell  Church  ;  5  Nov.,  1 7 14,  for  Relief  of  William  Bowyer  of  White- 
friars,  London;  9  Aug.,  1715,  for  Relief  of  Cow-keepers  in  Middlesex, 
Surrey,  and  Essex;  and  9  Feb.,  1716,  for  the  Reformed  Episcopal! 
Churches  in  Great  Poland  and  Polish  Russia,  and  for  a  fire  at  Hounds- 
ditch,  London. 

Vol.  IV. — A  folio  paper  Register,  In  a  parchment  cover,  with  printed 
Title-page  and  lines  for  registration  of  Banns  and  Marriages,  beginning 
with  a  publication  of  Banns  on  9  May,  1756,  and  ending  28  May,  1812, 
pp.  48.  The  marriages  between  1783  and  1795  are  registered  in  the 
next  volumes. 

Vol.  V. — This  is  composed  of  a  quantity  of  forms  stitched  together 
for  the  registration  of  Baptisms,  5  Jan.,  1784,  to  23  Oct.,  1796  ;  Marriages, 
20  Oct.,  1783,  to  27  Sept.,  1795  ;  and  Burials,  26  Oct.,  1783,  to  22  Dec, 
1803.  There  are  eight  leaves  of  forms  for  Marriages,  bearing  thirty-two 
embossed  threepenny  stamps,  and  twelve  leaves  for  Baptisms  and  Burials, 
bearing  seventy-two  stamps.  On  a  fly-leaf  is  written  :  "  Long  Burton, 
Dorset,  October  16,   1783.     At  a  Vestry  Meeting  this  day  held  by  the 
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Parish  Officers  and  principal  Inhabitants,  it  is  agreed,  That  this  Book 
of  stamped  Paper  be  used  as  a  common  Register  Book  of  the  Parish. 
Witness  our  Hands.  Wm.  Sharpe,  Vicar,  Wm.  Swetman,  Churchwarden, 
Henry  Notley,  Overseer,  Jno.  Thorne,  John  Bridle.  Note,  this  Book 
contains  Seventy-Two  threepenny-stamps  for  Baptisms  and  Burials,  and 
Sixteen  *  for  Marriages." 

Vol.  VI. — A  large  quarto  paper  Book,  in  pasteboard  cover,  measuring 
gin.  by  iiiin.,  containing  Births,  Baptisms,  and  Burials,  4  Dec,  1773, 
to  28  Sept.,  1783,  occupying  10  pages  of  the  volume.  Then  follows  a 
memorandum:  "  N.B.  From  this  time  consult  a  distinct  and  separate 
Register  Book,  made  of  Stamped  Paper,f  according  to  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment in  that  behalf  made  this  present  year,  1783."  Vol.  VI  is  entitled 
"  Register  Book  of  the  Parish  of  Long  Burton,  for  Births,  Baptisms,  and 
Burials,  commencing  Dec.  4,  1773." 

On  page  11  occurs  the  following  important  notification:  "This 
memorandum  is  to  shew  that  in  the  year  1826,  when  a  minute  exami- 
nation was  made,  no  Book  or  Books  could  be  found  in  which  were 
registered  the  Baptisms  and  Burials  solemnized  in  Long  Burton,  since 
those  contained  in  the  Book  referred  to  in  the  preceding  page  of  this 
Book,  which  do  not  come  down  to  a  later  period  than  1796,  but  in  the 
Register  Books  since  1 8 1 3  loose  papers  were  found  on  which  were  written, 
in  an  irregular  and  careless  manner  as  to  the  time  of  their  solemnization, 
the  Baptisms  and  Burials  in  Long  Burton,  beginning  about  1800  and 
ending  in  181 2.  From  the  insecure  manner  in  which  the  above-mentioned 
Papers  must  have  been  preserved,  many  of  them  containing  the  important 
and  useful  records  of  Baptisms  and  Burials  must  have  been  lost,  as  those 
which  are  extant  at  present  cannot,  from  the  population  of  the  Parish, 
which  has  been  increasing  since  the  commencement  of  the  present 
century,  contain  more  than  half  of  the  Baptisms  and  Burials  which  must 
have  been  solemnized.  To  prevent,  however,  further  loss  the  writer  of 
this  has  arranged  regularly  and  chronologically  all  the  Baptisms  and 
Burials  that  the  above-named  Papers  contained,  and  has  entered  them 
on  the  following  Pages  of  this  Book.  Geo.  Stone,  Vicar  of  Long  Burton 
cum  Holnest.  January  31st,  1827."  The  entries  copied  into  this  Book 
by  the  Rev.  George  Stone  range  from  31  Dec,  1797,  to  19  Oct.,  181 2.

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The  "  loose  papers "  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  memorandum  are 
leaves  torn  from  a  small  quarto  Register  Book.  What  circumstances 
occasioned  the  destruction  of  this  book  cannot  now  be  discovered. 

The  lacking  entries  throughout  the  six  volumes  have  been  supplied 
from  the  transcripts  in  the  Decanal  Registry  at  Salisbury,  and  are  here 
printed  in  italic  type. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  books  a  small  quarto  volume,  of  the  same 
size  as  Vol.  Ill,  is  entitled  "A  Book  for  Registering  Collections  on 
Briefs  w"'in  the  Parish  of  Long  Burton  in  ye  County  of  Dorset."  It 
commences  on  27  January,  1706-7,  and  continues  till  6  July,  1783,  when 
a  break  occurs,  and  no  entries  are  made  till  1791,  when  they  cease 
altogether.     The  entries  relate  to  664  separate  Briefs.* 


CHARLES    HERBERT    IMAYO,  M.A. 

Vicar  of  Long  Burton  with  Holnest,  and  Rural  Dean  of  the  Stalbridge 
Portion  of  the  Deanery  of  Shaftesbury,  August  28th,  1893. 


This  book  of  Briefs  is  not  printed  in  this  volume. 
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The  following  list  of  Vicars  has  been  compiled  by  the  Rev.  C.  H. 
Mayo  from  the  Dean's  Registers  at  Salisbury,  with  additions  from  the 
Oxford  Matriculation  Register,  furnished  by  the  late  Col.  Chester  in  his 
lifetime,  and  other  sources. 

Stephen  Turges,  or  Turgis,  occurs  in  a  composition  between  the  Abbot  of 
Sherborne  and  the  Vicar  of  Long  Burton  and  Holnest,  5  April,  1405.  He 
appeared  at  a  Visitation  of  the  Dean  of  Sarum,*  held  at  Sherborne  13  Oct., 
in  a  year  not  specified. 

Thomas  Hamme  appeared  at  the  Visitation  of  the  Dean  of  Sarum,  held  at 
Sherborne  24  July,  1405,  and  at  another  Visitation  in  1408. 

John  Frend  occurs  in  the  memoranda  of  a  Visitation  held  in  1480.  (See 
Miscellanea  et  Slain  fa  Quoad  Sane  in.) 

Walter  Hayes  is  named  as  Vicar  in  the  return  of  the  Commissioners  as  to 
Church  Goods,  lenip.  Edw.  VI,  and  occurs  as  "  Walterus  Hay "  in  the 
Valor  Ecclesiaslicus,  1534-5. 

William  Wikes  occurs  as  witness  to  the  will  of  John  Payne  of  Longeburton, 
6  March,  1571  (Dean  of  Sarum's  Court),  and  as  "  William  Wykes,  Vicar  of 
Burton,"  to  the  will  of  Thomas  Padnor,  of  Long  Burton,  26  July,  1581 
(P.C.C.  41  Darcy).  "  Alice  Weekes,  sometimes  the  wife  of  Willia'  Weekes, 
Vicar  of  Burton,"  buried  Dec,  1605.     (L.  B.  Register.) 

William  Hunte,  presented  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  20  July,  1587.  {Lans- 
downe  MS.  444.)  [N.B.— Hutchins  inserts  the  name  of  "John  Webb,  on 
the  resignation  of  Hunt,  inst.  18  April,  1589."  This  is  probably  a  mistake. 
His  name  does  not  occur  in  the  Dean's  Register,  but  a  John  Webb  was 
insf  to  the  Rectory  of  Melbury  Osmond,  1579,  and  was  buried  there 
15  Jany.,  1592-3.] 

Thomas  Clarke,  presented  by  the  Lord  Chancellor  11  April,  1589,  on  the 
resignation  of  the  last  Incumbent.  {Lansdow/te  MS.  444.)  Instituted 
17  April,  1589,  on  the  resignation  of  Hunt.     Buried  23  Dec,  1617. 

Henry  Hartwell,  of  Somerset  (neighbourhood  of  Yeovil),  grandson  of 
Wdliam  Hartwell.  Oriel  Coll.  matric  18  June,  16 10,  aged  20.  Vicar 
of  Long  Burton  18  Jany.,  1617,  on  pres.  of  John  Fitzjames.  His  mother, 
"  Mrs.  Hartwell,  widow,"  buried  at  L.  B.  20  June,  1636.  Rector  of  Holwell, 
1632.  Buried  there  i  June,  167 1,  and  Mrs.  Frances  Hartwell,  widow, 
5  Nov.,  1674.  His  will  proved  10  July,  1671  (92  Duke,  P.C.C),  and  her 
will  12  Feb.,  1674  (15  Dycer). 


Long  Burton  was  under  the  Peculiar  Jurisdiction  of  the  Dean  of  Sarum. 
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Christopher  Read,  signs  the  Transcripts  of  Registers  in  1634,  1639,  and 
1640,  as  "  Curate."     Four  of  his  children  were  baptized  at  L.  B. 

James  Munden,  styled  "  Minister  "  in  the  Parish  Register  and  "  Preaching 
Minister"  and  "  Incumbent ''  in  the  Pari.  Return  for  L.  B.  and  Holnest  in 
1650.  Petitioned  the  Dorset  Committee,  20  Jany.,  1646-7,  for  his  pension 
from  the  Prebend,  of  Sherborne,  then  two  years  in  arrear.  Two  of  his 
children  baptized  at  L.  B.  He  was  buried  8  Sept.,  1657. 
Perhaps  son  of  George  Munden  of  Dorchester.  Magd.  Coll.,  Oxford,  matric. 
16  March,  1636,  aged  18. 

— -  Samways.  His  name  occurs  in  a  Quaker  Tract,  "The  Lamentable 
Sufferings  of  the  Church  of  God  in. Dorsetshire,"  1659  ;  "  the  priest's  house 
whose  name  is  Samways." 
A  Thomas  Samways  was  "  Minister"  of  Hermitage  in  1650,  and  one  of  the 
name  was  instituted  to  Bincombe  5  Jany.,  1663.  Perhaps  the  Thomas 
Samwaies,  son  of  Thos.  S.,  gent.,  born  at  Bincombe,  educated  at  Sherborne 
under  Mr.  Grove,  and  admitted  4  June,  1621  (aged  16),  as  sizar  to  Mr. 
Cousin,  fellow  of  Caius  Coll.  ;  B.A.  1624. 

John  Burford. — The  words  "  John  Burford,  Vicar,"  are  written  below  the 
Churchwardens'  accounts  in  1659.  This  is  the  only  mention  of  him  at 
present  known.  A  John  Burford,  M.A.,  was  insf*  to  Lufton,  Somerset, 
24  Oct.,  1660. 

Bernard  Banger,  styled  "Minister"  in  the  L.  B.  Register  29  July,  1662,  of 
Trinity  Coll.,  Oxford,  matric.  11  March,  1641-2,  aged  15,  son  of  Bernard 
Banger,  Rector  of  Yarlington,  Somerset.  Instituted  to  Maperton,  Dorset, 
20  Jany.,  1662,  and  buried  there  17  April,  1698.  Will  proved  in  the  Court 
of  the  Dean  of  Sarum  2  June,  1698.  His  son  Peter  became  Vicar  of 
Frampton,  Dorset,  1693. 

John  Moore,  born  at  Musbury,  Devon,  had  his  Grammar  School  learning  at 
Colyton,  matric.  at  Oxford  from  B.  N.  C.  13  July,  1660.  Had  Episcopal 
Ordination.  Probably  instituted  to  Long  Burton  about  1662.  Became  a 
Dissenter  and  resigned  about  1667.  For  many  years  pastor  to  a  congre- 
gation at  Bridgwater,  Died  23  Aug.,  17 17,  aged  75.  Will  proved  23  Sept., 
1717  (175  Whitfield).  Further  admon  granted  to  Mary,  relict  and  admin- 
istratrix of  Thomas  Moore,  son  of  J.  M.,  10  April,  1730.  (See  also  Calamv's 
No7ico?iformisf  s  Memorial^  in  which  he  is  wrongly  included  as  an  ejected 
Minister.) 

Robert  Salisbury. — His  name  occurs  in  the  L.  B.  rate  book,  in  1671.  He 
resigned  in  1673. 

Jeremiah  Cuffe,  baptized  at  Sherborne  14  Nov.,  1648,  as  son  of  Jeremiah 
and  Elizabeth  Cuff,  insf  to  L.  B.  i  Nov.,  1673,  o"  presentation  of  Grace, 
Eleanor,  Frances,  and  Catharine  Fitzjames,  upon  the  resignation  of  Robert 
Salisbury.  He  was  buried  at  Sherborne  19  April,  1676.  His  and  his 
father's  monument  is  now  in  the  Vestry,  Sherborne. 

Nicholas  Pickard,  son  of  Christopher  Pickard  of  Stanford,  minister.  Matric. 
at  Oxford  7  April,  1665,  aged  17,  from  C.  C.  Coll.  B.A.  1669.  Inst^  to 
L.  B.  14  Sept.,  1676,  on  presentation  of  Sir  Geo.  Strode,  Knt.  Ceded 
to  Rectory  of  Glanvilles  Wootton,  of  which  he  took  possession  8  Jany., 
1685-6.  Died  24  Dec,  1707.  Monumental  Inscription  in  Gl.  Wootton 
chancel. 

Ezra  Peirce,  Pierce,  or  Pearse,  son  of  Nathaniel  Peirce  of  Membury,  Devon. 
Matric.  from  Wadh.  Coll.  9  July,  1678,  aged  16.  B.A.  (Magd.  Coll.)  1682  ; 
M.A.  (S.  Mary  Hall)  1702.  Inst''  to  L.  B.  23  June,  1686,  on  pres.  of  Sir 
Geo.  Strode,  Knt.  He  resigned  in  1693.  On  Dec.  16,  1697,  Ezra  Pierce, 
A.B.,  was  insf'  to  North  Curry,  Somerset,  which  he  held  till  his  death  in 
1732.     He  wrote  "A  Discourse  of  Self-Murder,"  licensed  24  Nov.,  1691. 
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Samuel  Collins,  son  of  Samuel  Collins,  clerk,  of  Maperton,  Somerset.  Matric. 
at  Oxford  2  Mar.,  1686-7,  aged  16,  from  Balliol  Coll.  B.A.  1690.  Insf*  to 
L.B.  17  June,  1693,  on  the  pres.  of  Sir  Geo.  Strode,  Knt.,  and  upon  the 
resignation  of  Ezra  Peirce. 

John  Martin,  baptized  at  Sherborne  9  April,  1672,  as  son  of  John  and 
Elizabeth  Martin.  Matric.  from  Exeter  Coll.  9  Apr.,  1690,  aged  17.  B.A. 
1696.  Insf^  to  L.  B.  5  Oct.,  1696,  on  pres.  of  Sir  Geo.  Strode,  Knt.,  from 
which  he  ceded  to  the  Rectory  of  Folke,  18  Mar.,  17 12.  Also  Rector  of 
Lillington  13  Mar.,  1711,  till  his  death  24  Sept.,  1717,  aged  46.  Monu- 
mental inscription  in  Folke  chancel.  His  will  proved  16  June,  17 18,  in 
the  court  of  the  Dean  of  Sarum.  Mary,  dr.  of  John  and  Arabella  Martin, 
was  buried  at  Sherborne  19  May,  1703.  Other  entries  occur  in  the  Registry 
of  L.  B.  and  Folke.     Arabella,  his  wife,  died  13  Jany.,  17 14. 

John  Chafie,  baptized  at  Sherborne  28  Jany.,  1686,  as  son  of  Walter  and 
Anne  Chaffie.  Wadham  Coll.,  matric.  22  Mar.,  1704-5,  aged  18.  B.A.  1708  ; 
M.A.  1712.  Insf*  to  L.  B.  26  Aug.,  1712,  on  pres.  of  Grace  Thynne,  widow, 
Nathaniel  Napier,  Baronet,  George  Hadley,  and  Edward  Harley,  Esquires. 
Ceded  to  Lillington  Rectory  6  Mar.,  1717,  and  Rector  of  Purse  Caundle 

21  Dec,  1730,  which  he  held  till  his  death,  9  Nov.,  1757,  in  his  70th  year. 
He  married  Elizabeth,  d.  and  h.  of  John  Corbyn  of  Hazlebury  Bryan,  who 
died  8  July,  1780,  aged  83.  Their  children,  John,  16  Feb.,  1719-20,  Elizabeth, 
—  Jany.,  1721-22,  and  Mary,  31  Mar.,  1724,  were  baptized  at  Lillington. 
Monumental  inscriptions  at  Purse  Caundle. 

James  Wilkinson,  baptized  at  Sherborne  27  July,  1685-6,  as  son  of  John  and 
Anne  Wilkinson.  Wadham  Coll.,  matric.  17  Mar.,  1702-3,  aged  17.  B.A. 
(All  Souls)  1706;   M.A.  (Emmanuel  Coll.,  Cantab.)  1722.     Insf"  to  L.  B. 

22  Aug.,  1718,  on  pres.  of  Grace  Thynne  and  Nath.  Napier,  Bart.     Died 

23  June,  1761,  aged  73  years.    His  will  proved  30  Sept.,  1761  (334  Cheslyn). 
James  Sheeles,  in  Deacon's  orders  ;  Trinity  Coll.,  Cantab.  ;  B.A.  1759  ;  M.A. 

1762  ;  was  Curate  here  from  May,  1762,  till  his  death.  Buried  2  Nov., 
1762,  aged  23.  Son  of  Mr.  John  Sheeles  of  London.  The  latter's  will  (of 
Queen  Sq.,  St.  George  the  Martyr,  Middx.,  gent.)  proved  13  Mar.,  1765 
(118  Rushworth). 
James  Penfold,  of  Petworth  in  Surrey.  B.A.  St.  John's  Coll.,  Cantab.,  1757  ; 
M.A.  1760.  Inst''  to  L.  B.  19  Nov.,  1761,  on  pres.  of  Hugh,  Earl  of 
Northumberland  and  Elizabeth,  his  Countess.  He  did  not  reside,  and 
resigned  in  1763. 

Richard  Tillard,  of  Hertfordshire.  B.A.,  Queen's  Coll.,  Cantab.,  1757  ; 
M.A.,  1760.  Insf^  to  L.  B.  19  March,  1763,  on  the  pres.  of  the  Earl  and 
Countess  of  Northumberland,  but  resigned  before  Induction. 

William  Sharpe.  Born  and  educated  at  Houghton-le-Spring,  co.  Durham, 
son  of  John  Sharpe  of  that  place.  Matric.  from  Univ.  Coll.,  Oxford, 
13  May,  1743,  aged  19.  B.A.  1746  ;  M.A.  1749.  Between  the  years  1746 
and  1763  he  served  the  Churches  of  Houghton-Ie-Spring  and  Sedgefield, 
CO.  Durham,  Holsworthy,  Devon,  Bishop  Stortford,  Herts,  and  was  Usher 
of  Sherborne  School.  Inst''  to  L.  B.  6  April,  1763,  on  pres.  of  the  Earl  and 
Countess,  but  came  into  residence  in  1767.  Usher  or  Sub-Master  of 
Sherborne  School,  17  April,  1760,  to  8  May,  1766.  From  that  time  till 
1767  was  absent  in  the  North  of  England.  He  wrote  "A  Treatise  upon 
Coal,"  1769.  "Appendix"  to  this  Treatise,  1770,  reprinted  1791,  and 
"  The  Hard  Case  of  a  Country  Vicar  in  respect  of  Small  Tythes"  [1776  or  7]. 
He  died  away  from  Long  Burton,  and  was  buried  in  the  North  of  England. 

Robert  Cosens,  baptized  at  Yetminster  27  Sept.  1757,  as  son  of  Mr.  Arthur 
and  Martha  Cosens.  Wadham  Coll.,  matric.  29  Mar.,  1776,  aged  18. 
B.A.  1779.  Insf*  to  L.  B.  14  Jany.,  1784,  on  pres.  of  Martha  Cosens  of 
Dorchester,  widow,  upon  the  death  of  Sharpe.  Died  unmarried  1 1  June, 
1826.     Inscription  at  L.  B.

1 7 18.  Mr.  James  Wilkinson,  Chaplain  to  Mrs.  Thynne,  of  Leweston,  Widow, 
was  inducted  to  this  Vicarage,  &  in  10  or  12  years  after  resided 
here,  in  which  Residence  he  continued  until  the  year  1761,  when  he 
died. 

1761.  Mr.  James  Penfold  was  inducted,  being  presented  thereto  by  the  Earl 
of  Northumberland  ;  but  Mr.  Penfold  held  this  Vicarage  for  Mr. 
Sheeles  (of  London),  a  Deacon,  which  Mr.  Sheeles  resided  here  &: 
served  the  Curacy  from  May  1762  untill  ]\Iichaelmas  1762  ;  soon  after 
which  he  died,  &  was  buried  in  the  Chancel,  &  Mr.  Penfold  resigned 
the  Vicarage  on  the  Christmas  following. 

1763.  Revd.  Mr.  Richard  Tillard,  of  Hertfordshire,  was  presented  in  March  by 
the  Earl  of  Northumbld.,  &  afterwards  instituted  ;  but  resigned  before 
he  was  inducted. 

1763.  Revd.  William  Sharpe,  born  &  educated  at  Houghton  le  Spring,  near 
Durham,  Usher  of  Sherborne  School,  was  presented  by  the  Earl  of 
Northumbld.,  April  23,  &  inducted  May  3. 

Mem. — That  Mr.  John  Sheeles,  mentioned  in  the  next  Page,  kept  the  most 
flourishing  boarding  School  in  London  (Queen  Square),  where  many 
of  the  young  Ladies  of  the  Nobility  were  educated,  &  among  the 
rest  the  daughters  of  the  Earl  (now  Duke)  of  Northumberland,  by 
whicli  connexion  with  the  Family,  Mr.  John  .Sheeles  obtained  this 
Vicarage  for  his  son,  &  the  Priviledge  of  being  buried  in  the 
Chancel.  July  25,  1777. 

Ci^c!noiis3  iclnting  to  315iuial0  in  tfic  Cljanccl  of  x\yi,  Cgurcg 
of  Long  IBuiton. 

I.  The  large  flat  monumental  Stone  under  the  Altar  Table  was  permitted  to 
remain  where  it  is  after  the  Bodies  of  S>;  John  &  Lady  Filzjames, 
whose  Monument  this  Stone  is,  were  removed  to  Leweston  Chappel. 
This  was  done  about  or  before  t!ie  year  1700  ;  &  no  other  Person 
was  buried  in  this  Chancel  from  that  time  to  the  year  1762. 
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2.  In  the  year  1762,  on  the  2d  of  November,  Mr.  James  Sheeles,  Curate  of  this 

Parish,  &  designed  Vicar,  was  buried  in  this  Chancel  in  a  leaden 
Coffin,  &  deposited  between  the  Fitzjames's  monumental  Stone,  and 
the  Partition  which  divides  the  Chancel  from  the  State  Monuments. 

3.  In  the  year  1764,  in  the  month  of  June,  Miss  Anne  Sheeles,  Sister  to  the 

said  M^  James  Sheeles,  was  buried  in  this  Chancel  in  a  leaden  Coffin, 
&  deposited  with  her  Feet  at  the  head  of  her  Brother. 

4.  In  the  year  1765,  about  the  End  of  February,  Mr.  John  Sheeles,  Father  to 

the  abovenamed  Mr.  James  &  Miss  Anne  Sheeles,  was  buried  in 
this  Chancel,  in  a  leaden  Coffin,  &  deposited  directly  under  the 
Monumental  Stone  of  S^   John  Fitzjames. 

(Note,  the  Record  of  these  Burials  is  here  entered  in  this  circumstantial 
manner,  that  Posterity  may  not  on  any  future  occasion  be  at  a  Loss 
to  know  either  the  places  where  or  time  when  these  bodies  were 
deposited  ;  for  there  is  at  present  no  Monument  of  them.)

5.  In  the  year  1777,  Mrs.  Anne  Elizabeth  Sheeles,  Wife  of  the  above  mentioned 

Mr.  John  Sheeles,  was  buried  in  this  Chancel,  Aug.  18,  in  a  leaden 
Coffin,  and  deposited  by  the  side  of  her  daughter  Miss  Anne  Sheeles, 
&  with  her  feet  at  her  Husband's  Head.

That  over  the  Grave  of  James  Collis  (who  was  buried  Jan.  28,  1760)  was 
erected  a.  Tombstone  in  the  year  1763,  &  an  Acknowledgment  of  five 
Shillings  paid  to  the  Vicar  on  that  Account. 

Also, 

That  Elizabeth  Hayden  of  Stockbridge  Farm,  having  a  right  of  maintenance  in 
Burton,  but  being  an  Inhabitant  &  Parishioner  of  Lillington,  was 
buried  here  Feb.  26,  1764  :  &  (having  no  particular  burying  place  in 
this  Churchyard)  an  Acknowledgment  was  paid  (2^.  bd.)  to  the  Vicar 
for  breaking  up  the  ground  in  the  Churchyard  for  her  Grave.
